Holding their line intact along v irtually all of the 
front of ninety miles from the Adriatic to the Asiago Pla­ 
teau, the Italian and allied armies appear to hav e giv en 
the Austrians a most serious setback. 
Although ov er a million men were thrown against the 
Italians, the attack appears to hav e gained little ex cept 
along the Piav e riv er, and here the progress has been too 
slow to be threatening.

Frightful losses hav e been inflicted on the Austrians 
in the areas where the principal fighting has taken place. 
In one sector, where British troops hav e been holding the 
positions solidly , thousands of the enemy hav e perished, 
while they hav e paid heav ily ev ery where for ev ery foot of 
ground they hav e adv anced along the Piav e. 
In the Montello area on the Upper Piav e the Aus­ 
trians hav e gained a foothold on the west bank of the 
riv er, north of Zensoloop and at Capo Sile. 
Lower down they hav e mov ed westward also, but at 
no point does their adv ance ex ceed two or three miles. 
There are hints of a big counter offensiv e in reports 
from Italian headquarters.

Ostrich Plucking. 
When the time comes around f<>r 
plucking ostriches it is necessary to 
collect the troop. 
This is done by 
sending about half it dozen men into 
the enclosure on foot and a couple 
on horseback to bring the stragglers 
in. 
The birds are driven into a small 
kraal, about 40 y ards square, ami in 
this kraal the plucking boxes stand. 
The birds are then caught, and as 
quickly as possible small linen bags 
are slipped over their heads 
a pro­ 
cess which immediately conquers the 
bird, for. finding itself in darkness, it 
will stand trembling and ready to be 
pushed in any direction. With the bags 
over their beads the birds are pushed 
into the plucking boxes. A man stand­ 
ing outside the box at each side gets 
hold of the wing and clips the feathers 
from it; then, walking around to the 
tall, clips the tail feat Iters also, until 
the whole troop 1ms passed through 
the plucking boxes.
